Alberta’s Wheat Yield 
Is Over 19 Bushels 


An average yield of 16.19 bushels of 
spring wheat to the acre is indicated 
by threshers’ reports that’ have thus 
far been received from all parts of the 
province by the department of agricul. 
ture. The figures are not final, being 
based only upon a partial list of 
threshing returns, but are considered 
fairly representative of the Alberta 
crop area, The original estimate was 
eleven bushels. About 300 circulars 
were sent out by the department. ‘to 
threshers asking for their figures, and 
of these 59 have now been heard from. 
It is on the basis of such replies that 
the average for the province has been 
made up. The average for oats is in 
the same way shown to be 28.37 bush- 
els, end for barley 22.91 bushels.

Serve Oysters

What is so delicious as the season- 
able oyster? The average housewife 
knows how to serve the oysters raw,, 
fried, or in stew, but have you ever 


ters:are to the food lacking in flavor? 
Take, for instance, macaragi. Just 
when, the family is béginning to’ lose 
proper appreciation of so nourishing 
a food as macaroni, try serving this 
dish; Strain & dozen oysters from 
their liquor. Place the oysters in a 
strainer and rinse with half a cup of 
cold water. ‘The use of much water 
will tend to wash away the delicate 
flavor for which the oyster is highly 
prized. Put the liquor into a cook 
pot and add ehough water to make 
about a quart and a half gf/liquid in 
all, - 

When boiling, gently lower into it 
about a measuring cup of macaroni 
broken into inch pieces, taking care 
not to add the macaroni fast enough 
to stop ‘boiling. 
Spoons of salt. Cook until the 
macaroni is tender—about twenty 
minutes—adding extra water if there 
seems danger of burning. 

Drain the macaroni and measure 
the tiquid; There should not be much 
of this, If there is more than half 
a measuring cup evaporate somewhat 
by boiling... Then add rich milk to 
make a cup and a half in all. Rub 
together two level tablespoons butter 
with one levél tablespoon-of flour. 
Add half a teaspoon of salt and a few 
grains of cayenne or a more generous 
quantity of paprika or black pepper. 
Cook this in the milk mixture, stirring 
constantly until it boils. 

Butter a baking. dish, several small 
raniekins or some large clam shells, 
Arrange a.layer. of macaroni, a few 
oysters, either whole or chopped, and 
then alittle of the thickened milk. 
Repeat the layers until the dish is All- 
ed and all the material is used. Cov-, 
er with buttered crumbs and place in 
a moderate oven until the crumbs are 
a delicate brown. -_- 

Folks in inland towns may fodulge 
in oysters even when they are not in 
season, because they always have ac- 
cess to oysters which the manufactur- 
er tells‘us are canned the day they 
come from the ocean with the tang of 
thé sea upon them: A particularly 
good dish to make of canned oysters 
is “oysters-anchevie.” 

Day-okl bread is cut inte slices 
three-fourths of an inch in thidkngss, 
the crust removed\and then ‘toasted 
until a delicate brown.. The toast is 
buttered and then spread with an- 
chevie paste which comes in tubes. 
The oysters are reheated in a rich 
white sauce made with part cream, if 
possible; The creatned—oysters- are’ 
arranged on the prepared toast. 

Just before serving, the yolk of a 
hard-cooked egg is ferced through a 
strainer and descends upon the 
toothsome’ oysters in the form of 
“golden rain.” Strips of canned pim- 
ento udd to the attractiveness of the 
dish, 

Oysters a la King are ‘among the 
chafing-dish dainties every hogtess 
likes to serve. A thick white sauce 
is prepared, using part milk and part 
mushrooms, a liltle chopped green 
pepper and a little pimento is sauted 
in w Small amount of butter. | This
